Not u n til Dr. W. D. Coolidge de­ 
v ised the powerfu l tu be that bears his n ame 
was it possible for the X-ray machin e to become 
a v alu able testin g tool in the han ds of the con ­ 
scien tiou s man u factu rer. 
That the X-ray s hav e other than su rgical an d 
therapeu tic u ses the pu blic learn ed when cock­ 
su re ex perts differed on the au then ticity of a few 
repu ted old pain tin gs. There was n o den y in g the 
faces an d orn amen ts u n derly in g lay ers of pain t 
mercilessly ex posed by the radio-graph. Per­ 
haps this su ccess in the field of art had mu ch 
to do with the application of the all-seein g 
X-ray s in in du stry . 
With the powerfu l apparatu s n ow av ailable 
it is possible to pen etrate three in ches of steel 
an d to trace the cou rse of water pipes an d-elec- 
tric wires con cealed in walls. Both raw materials 
an d fin ished produ cts can be ex amin ed for hid­ 
den defects. No lon ger can the welded an d 
brazed poin t masqu erade u n der a deceptiv e ex ­ 
terior; for the radiograph remorsely discloses 
telltale blisters an d blowholes that in v ite disas­ 
ter.

the life of George W ashington in 
the lives of all Americans. 
“ This is an unique way,” he 
commented, “ of observing the 
200th anniversary of the birth of 
the man who more tha n any 
other person was the founder of 
oir’ country.” 
Dr. Coleman pointed out tha t 
W ashington 
seemed 
to 
many 
people a little remote from the 
ordinary person — not like Lin­ 
coln who is known for his hu­ 
man qualities. Franklin was a 
man cf the world and excelled 
W ashington in many respects, 
Hamilton was a greater financier 
and there were many men who 
were greater generals, the speak­ 
er declared, but no other man 
equals W ashington as an a ll- 
around man, “ first in war, first 
in peace, first in the hea rts of 
his countrymen.” 
“ He commanded the respect 
of everyone about him. No re­ 
proach can be made upon his 
character. Rupert Hughes, who 
gained his reputation for his 
flamboyant

of 
writing, 
started in to ‘de-bunk’ W ashing­ 
ton, to show he was human and 
fallible. He tried to show W ash­ 
ington in love with Sallie Fair­ 
fax even a fter he was married 
to Martha. 
He endeavored to

discredit and showed him to be 
thoroughly human.
